righteouſnes, regeneration, repentance, ſanctification,

J anſwere that S. Paul by his own confeſſion, ſpake 
that of his eſtate, when as he was not regenerate, but 
a carnal man. ſolde vnder ſinne, oꝛ the Nlauery thereof. 


And therefoꝛe aſter this he thanketh God in CThꝛiſt that 


he was deliuered from that bodie of ſine, which made 
him to do that evil he would not, and ta leane vndone 5 
god he wonld. Vea and he ſheweth alſo, that to them 
which are in Chꝛiſt Jeſus there is no condemnation, (02 
no ſuch bodie of death, which is the ca: fe of our tondem⸗ 
nation, foꝛ they walke not after the ficſh (as he was foꝛ⸗ 
ced to do by the lawe of ſinne, When as he did the euill 


he would not, and leafte vndone the good hee woulde) |

but they walke after the ſpirite,and fo do fhe good they 
would. 1Becauſe( as the Apoſtle affirmeth of him ſelfe 
in Chꝛilt,) the lawe, rule, oꝛ power of the ſpirite of life 
which is in Chꝛiſt Jeſus, it did free and deliver him ver z. 
from the law, rule, oꝛ power of ſinue, which befoze pꝛe⸗ 
uailed ouer him vnto death. 
Oꝛ if this plaine teſtimonie of the Apoſtle him ſelfe 
will not be taken of them, whereas he witneſſeth, that 
being in Chꝛiſt regenerate, he was freede and deliuered 
from tbat lawe oꝛ dominion of ſinne, which led him cap⸗ 
tiue to commit ſinne with his members, oz to do the e; 
mit he would not: pet let them conſider the whole twa 
chapters going befo2e end following after the ſaide ſe⸗ 
uenth chapter, and there they ſhall ſinde that the Apoſtle 
d th plainely define, the regenerate man to be ſo dead to Rom 5. 2.4. 
ſiane, as that he cannot liue in ſinne, but in righteouſnes 
(that is as long as he continueth a regenerate man, as 
that he doth leaue the committing oꝛ ſeruing of ſinne. 49 
and he doth ſerue and do with his members righteauſ⸗ 
nes, as he befo2e did ſerue oꝛ commit ſinne, hee hath his 
fruit in holines (and not in ſinne)and the ende euerla⸗ 
ſting life. He is not in the fleſh(o2 a carnall man ſold vn⸗ 
der nine as was Paule befoꝛe his deliuerance from the Rom. 8 3 10. 
bodie of death) but he is in the ſpirite, his body of ſinne 
being fo dead, oꝛ mozfiffed in reſpect of ſinne as that hee 1. 
lpucth in righteouſnes, and doth not the deedes of the 
fleſh. woe map be ſure therfoze that thele being the plaine 
woꝛdes ol the holy Ghoſt by that Apoſtle, they cannot be 
found contrarie to them̃ſelues at =_ time, noz pet vn⸗ 
teue in any point.

Let the tert be loked vpon of the chꝛiſtian Reader, x 
be ſhall eaſily ſe himſelfe, how they peruert this place to 
their purpoſe. Fo2 the Apoſtle ſheweth, that this was a 
pꝛicke painefnll,and not delightfull to the fleſh}, as is 
finme. It was a meſſenger of Sathan ſent to beate 02 
buffit his fleſh, and not fo tempt him fo ſinne. And there⸗ 
fo2e he iopeth, he reiopſeth, he taketh pleaſure in theſe 
his infirmitics of his fleſh, which he neuer would haue 
done, ifthey had bin vices and ſuch fleſhly infirmittes as 
they ſpeake of. 

Laſtly he ſheweth in erpzeſſe woꝛds, that they were 
not vicious infirmities,but they were rep2oaches, neceſ⸗ 
ſifies,perſecutions , and other afflidions foꝛ Chꝛiſt his 
ſake, whereby the power of Chꝛiſt was made the moze 
to appeare in him, to wit, by his patiente, and conſtancie 
in. all Chꝛiſtian righteouſnes not withſtanding.

It is ſet doton (ſaꝝ they) foꝛ a certaine point of doctrine 
that the ſpirite luſte th againſt the fleſhe, and the fleſhe 
luſteth againſt the ſpirit, ſo that pe cannot do the things 
pe would.

Then he ſhewe 
eth the inconuenience which would follow if we did not 
walks 


walke in the ſpirit, that is the fleſh then would fo2ce vs 
to leaue vndone the good which God commaunded, oz er. 
the god we would: Thirdly,and laſtly he ſheweth, that 

if we be not thus led by the fleſh,but by the ſpirite, wee 

ſhall not then be vnder that law of ſinne, which maketh 85 

vs leaue vndone the god we would. Foz if we did not ſo | 
nio2tifie theſe woꝛkes of the fleſh,as that wee leaue the „er. 20.21 
doing of them, and do them not we cannot inherite the 
kingdome of God.

They well then acke from whence came that will fo 
do well, that lour of godnes, that loathing of euill, that 
Ariſt againſt the fleſhe, that delight in the law of God 
concerning the inner man, that ſeruice of it in his mind, 
which the Apoſtle ſpeaketh ot in tye 7. to the Romanes, 
if he were not then indued with the ſpirite of Chile, 
lach good fruites(ſap they) can not come from an euill 
tree by the tell imonie of our Sautonr,

2 make anſwere, that this was no trus loue ok vers loach ſinne, 
tue. noꝛ loathing ol vice, noꝛ ftrift againſt the fleſh, noꝛ _ 5 
delight in he law of God, noꝛ ſeruice of it in his minde: „Il not com- 
becauſe he was fo2 all this a carnall man ſtill, ſolde vn⸗ mit ſinne and 
der ſinne, and to2ced thereby to do the euill which God leaue righte- 
fozbiddeth,and to leaue vndone the god which God com⸗ 3 vn 
maundetþ, finding no meanes noꝛ power to do well, but Rom. 7.14. 
hazing all ſinne oz concupiſcence wꝛought in him con ; 15. 
trarie to the will and woꝛd of God. And therefoꝛe all the ver. 19. 
fozeſaid fruites may. pꝛoceede onely from the fozce of — 

conſciente, ᷣnowing and appꝛouing naturally the lawe 

of God to be good, that ſo when wicked men ſinne not⸗ 

withſtanding againſt conſcience,they might thereby be 
made vnercuſable at the day of iudgement as affirmety

the Apoſtle Rom. 1.2 C6. cap. 2. 1. As alſo J deny not but 
theſe kruites may be ſome god motions and inſpirstions 
of the holy ſpirite of Chʒiſt, which wicked men may haue 
and vet treade them vnder foote to their greater con- 
demnation. 

And vet though wicked men haue lometimes oꝛ other 
ſome good motions and inſpirations of the ſpirite, mo⸗ 
ting them to repentance 02 amendment: they are not 
ſaid fo2 all that to haue the ſpirite of Chziſt, vntill that 
by theſe good motions and inſpirations, their bodie bee 
dead to ſinne, and they liue in righteouſnes.

They then obiect that naturally we are all nothing 
but the old man: wee are but fleſh both body and ſon'e, 
blinde not able to diſcerne the things of God: hauing the 
beſt thing in vs a rebellious enimie to the will of God. 
And therefoze the inner man delighting in the lawe of 
God, muſt nie des be the lpiri te of Chꝛiſt.

This may many waies be diſpꝛoued, by the plaine e⸗ 
uidence of Cops woꝛd. 
/ Foz when as the holy Ghoſt doth bid the naturall 
man to caſt ot᷑ the olde man, he doth here plainely diſtin- 
guilh betwerne the naturall man, and the olde man. Koꝛ 
the olde man is nothing els but the olde and wicked con · 
uerlat ion and life of the naturall man. The olde man is 
but the qualitie, the naturall man is the ſubſtance : And 
then if they will haue the olde man and the natural man 
to be but all one thing, then muſt they fay that the olde 
man is commaundes to caſt of the olde man: and they 
mult confound the ſubſtaunce with the qualitie, which 
are 


are thine moſt abſurd and againll al reaſon and truth. 


whom ſoe ner a mu is uctcome , ta ſhe lane he is in 


bondage. This man which is in bondage, mit needes be 


diſtind from his coʒrupt na: ure, to who he is in bondage 

ſo that he mut nredes be one thing, who is in bondage 
And his ſinne and cozrupt nature an other thing to who 
he is in bondage, 

Pea and it muſt needes follow that this bondflaue of 
ſime and Sathan,he did ſtriue againft his own cozrup- 
tion, and would not haue bin in bondage vnto it, beca . le 
he is ſaid to be ouertomt by it. And. ſo there can bee no 
tonineſt noꝛ bictozie, whereas there is no fight noz bats 


faile. But ſe what hoꝛrible inconuenience followcth of 


this their abſurd aſſertion, 

Firſtt although they ſay that the ſpirit of Chzilt doth at 
laſt get the victozic,yet they woll haue the ſpirit of Chꝛiſt 
to be ſubdued oft times, and to bee fopled by the ficſhe, 
which cannot be, but to the great diſhonourof Chzilt a 
of his holy ſpirit. as alſo it is againſt all truth and reaſon 
that the Deuill ſhonld ouertome Cod at any time, that 
Chꝛiſt ſhould be ouermatched by the fende: oz that the 

 almightie ſpirit ſhould be ſubdued by the lleſh. 

But beholde howe they are carried blindfolde vnto 
moſt hoꝛrible blaſphemie. They will haue che inner 
man in Paule who was willing to the good and vnwil 
ling ta the euill to bre the Spirite of Chiſt: But it 
appeareth plainely in the text, that this inner man in 
Paule was by the lawe, power, 02 dominion of ſinne 
dwelling in his fiethe,compelled ta do the euill he would 

not, nnd to leaue vndone the good hee woulde , yea 


hee was ledde captiue by it fo commit ſinne, and ſo Rom. . 1;

- as thep-confeſſe,a ſtrift betweene the better patte and ths 
wozle ; yea and we ſc alſo the woꝛſe parte to onercome 
þ better: + the better part by violence compelled to ſerue 
and odey the wozſe,that is,Ch2i&himſelfe, and his holy 
Spirite, is foꝛced vnwillingly to ſerue and obey ſinne, 
and Sathan in doyng the euil he would not, and in lea⸗ 
uing vndone the good he would, by their monſtrous ex 
pounding of the holy Scripture. | | 
To auoyde therefoze theſe hoꝛrible abſurdities , they 
-mutt needcs yeelde to nie the whole point in queſtion: to 
wit, that there was an other thing in Paule, and that 
not the ſpirite of Chꝛiſt, who was willing to do wel and 
yet fozced to do eml, who delighted in the lawe of God: 
and vet he was led chaptiue by the tyꝛannie of ſinne, to 
ds the tontrarie. The which thing the Apoſtle termeth 
an inner man, to diſtinguiſt it from the outward man, 
which is onely our fleſh and coꝛrupt nature. Alſo by this 
meanes they muſt perfoꝛce graunt me{that Paule was 
not then regenerate, and indued with the ſpirit of Chzilt - 
when as he conſiſted onely of two partes, an oufwards 
and an inner man, the inner man being compelled to 
ſerue t obey the out ward man, to do the enill he would 
not, and leaue vndone the good he would. 
Ahereupon there ariſeth alſo theſe deuiſtons of the re⸗ 
generate, and vnregenerate man, cleane contrarie to the 
dottrine theyyteac h. Caf? 4. 
That fict the natural and vnregen erate man. he muſt 
needes conſtſt of as many partes, as doth their regene » 
rate man:that is, ot two partes, of an out ward, and of an 
: I inner 


inner man. 

The ſpirituall eregenerate 3 hath three parte 
oꝛ thꝛe diuetſe things in him. An out ward man wholy 
toꝛrupt:an inner man diſtinu from the coꝛruption of our 


nature:and thirdly the ſpirit of Chꝛiſt. Accoꝛding as pon 314 


pꝛapeth the Apolite of Chꝛiſt, that the Epheſians might 
be ſtrenthened by the ſpirue in the inner man, where we 
ſ a plaine difference put betweene the inner man and 
the ſpirite of Chzift (and vet they ars not aſhamed to 
make both but one, and the ſelfe ſame thing) foꝛ the (p!- - 
rite of Chꝛiſt doth ſtrengthen the inner man: the inner 
man is ſtrengthned by the ſpirite, and thirdly and laſtly, 
hereby is the outward man weakned, and killed, that ſo 
al the th:& diuers things may appeare in the man rege⸗ 
nerate as we haue ſaid. 

This therefoꝛe being duly conuinced by the woꝛde ol 
God, that an inner man willing and allowing naturally 
the god, and milliking and condemning the euil, is cons 
ming both to the god x bad the regenerate, and vnrege⸗ 5 
nerate man:it refeth now that we reconcile ſome ſcrips;: 
tures which ſerme at the firſt bluſh fo lay the contrarie: ; 
and that we alſo ſhew what difference the holys -Gholt 
maketh betwixt the inner man of the god, aud the inner 
man of the bad. The holy ghoſt affirmeth(as befoze they 
obiected)that the natural man can nat diſcerne theithings 
which be of God. And yet the ſame haly Ohoſt ſaith in 


an other plate by the tame Apoſtte : that the naturall Ron 3. 


Gentils did know the law of Od: and not that onel pe, 
but he kne w alſo that he is woꝛthy ol death which doth 
contrafie to the lawpea and that he had ruen the verie 


effect of the law witten naturally in his heart, minde, oꝛ cp. 2. 15. 


inner manꝛſo that he ropꝛoned, acruſed, and condemned 
others and him ſelfe alſo,fo2 doing againſt the lawe, and 
on the contrarie he excuſed, iuſtiñed, oʒ apꝛoued him that 


did the will and ey of God.

Uhcreupon we mut be foꝛcid to confeſſe that there be 
two kines of knswlerge of the things pertaining io Cod, 
Tyr fir knowledge is to ſatual ion. 
The ſecond to condemnation.

we knowe. Acco ding as it is w2itten: Ye that ſapeth 


bee knoweth Chꝛiſt, and keepeth not his commaun- 
dements, is a lper, and the truth is not in him. 

Cb e ſecond knowledge is of no power to pꝛadiſe 
but it is fo that ende one ly. that men might be made vn⸗ 
ercuſable at the dap of iudgement, becauſe they do not 
the things they know, dut the contrarie. 

The ſpirituall man therefoꝛe he ſo knoweth in his ins 
ner man tho things ol God. as that b the lpirit of Chꝛiſt 
be is made able and ol power to do them. 

The naturail man he is not able thus fo difcerne 
the things of GD, as is the ſpirituall, and pet hee 
knoweth them in his inner mans minde, 02 conſcience, 


and is able to invge of them fo farre foꝛth, as that hee 
Mil tot be ablo to pleabe ignoꝛance of the wil of God, fo: 


his exeuſe, in che contempt of his commandements. 


Alto the inner man, minde, oz conſcience of the vnre⸗ 
generate, wicked, and vnrightous man, he naturally mil⸗ 


lizeth euil. and allo weth godnes,. that ſo he may be made 
vnercuſable befoze the iudgement ſeate of God, but pet 
the luſtes of his fleſh;hantng power and deminion oucr 
him, his inner man, minde, oz conſcience is tampelled ta 
vrelde vnto thele lucter and ſo to fulfill, ſerue, and obey 
them. 

The inner man, minde, oꝛ conCcience of the regenerate 
and righteous man, it doth nctonely naturallpe lite the 
law of God, and miſlike the contrarie, but he is alſo (us 
pernaturally ſtrengthened by the ſpirite, to reũſte and 
ouertome theſe rebellious iuſtes, xcrleing no ſerutce at al 
noz obedience vnto them.

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The inner man. minde oꝛ conſcience of the vnrege⸗ 
nerate and euill man, it would both will and do that 
which God commande th:but it hath no ſtrength either 
to wil oz do any thing that good is, actoꝛding to the com⸗ 
mandement, becauſe naturally ſin hath ſuch power and 
dominion ouer if, 

Lhe inner man, mind oꝛ conſcience of the regenerate . Cor 3. 5. 
righteous man, it hath ſtrength and lufficiencie by the Eph 3:15. 
ſpirit of God,both to wil t do that god which God coms Ph 2.13. 
maundeth, though fleſh and blond ftrine neuer ſo much 
againſt it. This being pzoned authoꝛiʒed by the woꝛde 
of God how dare they ſet down the ſtate ol Gods Chil⸗ 
dꝛen inſtified by Chꝛiſt, to be vnder an vnwilling obepdi⸗ 
ence and fy2anny of ſin and ſathan, during the time of 
this life? When as God hath ſo often it plainely pꝛonoũ⸗ 
ted the contrarie:fhat he is not the ſeruant of righteoufs Fon 16 
nes 02 of Chꝛiſt, but the ſeruant ofſinne,x of the Deuill, vera. 
Which committeth ſin with his members, and ſo ſerueth 10h. 9.34. 
and obeyeth the laſtes ok his fleſh, vntil that Chaiſt hath Ioh z. 
ſs loſed the wozks ofthe Deuil in him, that hee ſin not, Leh 1. 
no2 franſgreſſe the law:that is, vntil he truely repent oz 
amend that which is amille.

Wut God be thanked that he doth to their greater con- 
fuſion manifeſt it himſelfe that he meaneth eſpectalſye 
ſuch to be ſeruants of fin and Sathan , whom they by 
name ertept, and would pꝛoue to be the childꝛen of god: 
fo2 it is wꝛitten as befoꝛe is ſaid. That of whom ſoeuer 
a man is ouertome to the ſame he is in bondage. 

Theſe their ſinners therefoze are eipecially meant of 
the holy Ghoſt, to be the bond ſlaues of ſinne and Ha⸗ 
than, who are ouercome in their fight againlt their fleſh 
and (o made bondſlanes: 

Foz when as I know bofh by the wziffen woꝛde and 
by the lawe of nature, o: imonie of my conſcience 
that 3 am in daunger ofeucrlaſting death, if J commit 
the ſinne, which my lleſh luſteth and deſireth, and pet J 
will commit it, and ſo ſerue and obey the wick ed luſt, 
God mult needes in iuſtice rather /condemne me foz the 
ſame: then him, who hath neither the knowledge, no2 
that remozſe of conſcience to gine him warning both of 
the ſin and danger thereof as had J. 

And therefoze the ſcripture muſt needes be verified ol 
ſuch eſpeciallie, vnto whom God befoꝛe had giuen grea⸗ 
ter knowledge and grace then he did vouchſafe to other 
men, both to know and do the will ol God: to wit, that 
they mult needes in the iuſtice of God moſt of ali bee 
condemned as the ſlaues and ſeruants of ſin and Sa- 
than, when as they commit ſin and are overcome of 
their own coꝛruption. And ſo fo2 the time they mult 
nedes be deſtitute of the ſpirite of Chꝛiſt, and leeſe the 
grace of Gods Childꝛen, oꝛ oftheir new birth and rege⸗ 
— ration, vntill it be renewed againe in them by repen⸗ 

ance. MB 

And therefoze when as Dauid was onercome of 


murther, and adultery.he pꝛapeth diligently that GOD 


would renew a right ſpirite in him, oꝛ giue vnto him a 
new aright ſpirite:and that he would not take his holys 
. ſpirits

ſpirite from him:fo wit, as he did foz the time hee 

onercome ofthoſe two hozrible ſinnes, alſo ON 

that God would gine vnto him a newe and cleane hart 

—— — that foꝛ the time the grace of

When as therefoze theſe men tan imagin, that the 
ſpirite is in their beleeuers,. not withſtanding they bee 
wholy poſſeſſed of pꝛide, coueteouſnes, adulterie, 02 o⸗ 
ther ſuch wickednes,becanſe we ſee that fire may be ra- 
ked bnder aſhes,and the ſap may be in the roofe of the 
free 02 hearbe,and pet not appeare:herein it is made to 
appeare that they traſf moze fo their owne imagina⸗ 
tions, then to the ſure woꝛde of God. Foꝛ beſides their 
gwne imagination, thev haue no one woꝛde of GDD, 
which ſaith that the ſptrite of God doth in this manner 
tye pid, oz idle inany man. |

Naye, it is moꝛeouer moze manifeſt in the woꝛde of 
God many waies to the contrarie, that if by earneſt ex⸗ 
hozfation we be not ſtirred vppe to take heede, we may 
quench,and ſo put cleane out the ſpirite of Chiſt, and Th.

not rake it vnder aſhes foz a time, we maye receaue the 
grace of God tn'vainie, wee maye fall awaye from the Heb. 12.15.

Fo2 where Chzilt is and his holy ſpirite,there is liber⸗ 
tie, and power not to do the luſte of the fieſh,there the be⸗ 
die is ſo dead to ſin, that we muſt needes liue in righte⸗ 
ouſnes, and not in inne: we muſt ncedes ſerue and doe 
righteoufnes:and not ſerue oꝛ commit fin. £02 then wee 
haue crucifted the fleſh, with the affections and luſtes ſo 
that we will not do them. Foz if we do, then can we not

Do that hereby we are taught to thinke and beleeue $ 
which is melt ſoꝛ the honoꝛ of the holy Trinitie, to wit, 
That to haue, oꝛ to put on Chzilt, 0; his holy ſpirite. it is 
to haue and put on ſtrength and power againff ſin, that 
we map refraine from it and keepe the holy commandcs 
ments, And therefoꝛe when as we finde 9 1 this ſtrength 
and power it is madnes fo thinke that we haue Chꝛiſt ⁊ 
his holp ſpirite: which is the ſtrength and power it ſelfe. 
And therefoze it is ſaid in the parable, that when as 
Chꝛiſt commeth vpon the ſtrong man. he foꝛ thwith bin⸗ 

deth him. and taketh from him, all his weapons and ares

Though theſe teſtimonies of boly ſcripture be moſte 
eutdent,and ſo plaine that there is no darkenes, oꝛ pet 
doubt fulnes in them. et rather then they will peeld vn⸗ 
to the woꝛdes, and leaue their owne fancies, thzy do not 
onely go about to peruert the plaine woꝛde of God , but 
alſo to make it contrarie to it lelfe in this maner.

My ſheepe heare my vbice,and J know 
them, and they followe me. and J giue vnto them cter- 
nall life: and they ſhall neuer periſh, neither ſhall anye Job. 1.2 
plucke them out of my hande . Vere it is manifeſk 
that Chꝛiſt hath elec and choſen onely ſach to bee his 
theepe which heare his voyce, and obey his wo2de,and 
foe followe Chziſte in their lpues and conuerſati⸗ 
ons. 
Mhen as therefoze wee do thus heare the voyce of 
Chziſte,and followe him then maye wee bee ſure that 
wee are his choſen ſheepe, which can neuer bee pluc⸗ 
ked out of his hande , no2 periſh , but that wee ſhall 
haue eternall life. But when as wee refuſe to heare 
dis voyce,and will not followe him, but our owne fan- 
cies and euill luſtes,then wee mape bee ſare that wee 
are not his choſen ſheepe thus aTured of ſaluation, but 
rather of condemnation, vntill we repent and amend. 


The ſecond place ot holy ſcripture peruerted by them 
is w2itten in this manner.

As it becom- 
eth me ſo to iudge of you all, æc. 

Suppoſe that S. Paule (who had moꝛe knowledge of 
the ſecretes of God, then any man now dare challenge, as 
I thinke)had feenc ſome ſpeciall things, wzought in theſes 
Whilipians, as that he had flatly pzonounced of the, that 
God would ſo ſurely perfoꝛme that good wozke in them 
as that they could not poſſibly periſh:yct this being al⸗ 
firmed but of certaineperticular men , and that by one 
of an extrasꝛdenarie knowledge, in reſpect of molt effec⸗ 
tuall arguments appearing in them:they deale verie dil⸗ 
ceittutly to make a generall rule of this, as though they 
might be bolde to pꝛonounce as much or other, in whom 
they can pꝛoue no ſuch pꝛobabilities, as S. Paule might 
be bolde to affirme of the Philipians. But the tert is 
plaine, that the Apoſtle doth in theſe woꝛds onelp ſhewe, 
what good hope he had receaued, that theſe Philippians 
would perſeuer in their lone towardes Chziſt and his 
pesple: and not aff.rme cerfainely that they ſhoulde alt 
perſeuer to the ende and none fall away from their ſted- 
kaſtnes as theſe men vatraly pꝛetende. | 

And againe we knowe that the Apofle did perſwade 
himſelfe in like manner of the Hebꝛewes, as he did of 
theſe Yhtiltppians,aad yet fo2 all the good perſuaſion he 
had of them,he ſheweth that they might fall away foz 
all that,as that they ſhould not be renued by repentance.

And therefoze he erhoꝛteth them moſt carcfuliy to ſhcew 


fill the ſame diligence of loue towards the Saintes fog ver. 11.12 


the full aſſurance of hope vnto the end. that ſo they might 
be followers of them, which thꝛough faith and patience 
(02 perſeuerance in loue) inherited the pꝛomiſes.

ly of them to this purpoſe, is this. Foz the giftes and cal- 
ting of God are without repentance. 

Which is wꝛitten to pꝛoue, that though the Jewes 
were reiected and repꝛobaled foꝛ a time, vet at the late 
they ſhould be converted vnto Chꝛiſt, becauſe God had 
from the beginnin x choſen them foz their fathers fakes.

And altho: gh the 
deedes of men are in reſpec of vs vncertaine, pet is the 
pꝛedeſtination and election of GOD molt ſure and 
tertaine in it ſelfe: to ſaluat ion iu the righteous : to 
to condemnation in the ſinner, ef like to the god, of death 
to the bad. 

And becauſe they ſurmiſe 35 Gods pꝛedeſtination and 
election ſhould be tertaine and ſure vnfo vs, although we 
do euil, J aſke them wherunto men are ſait of the holye 
Cholt to be pꝛedeſtinate and elec in Chzift from the be⸗ 
ginning: They muff needes ant were me, ik they will 
ſpeake the truth. that they are elect and pꝛedeſtinate to 
the ſandification of the ſpirite, to true repentance and as 
mendment of life to be holy and blameleſſe befoze God 
in loue oz charitte. Now therfoze we ſee that none are cs 
lea and pꝛedeſtinate vnto true repentance and amend⸗ 
ment of life,and to be holy and blameleſſe befoze God in 
love and charitie foꝛ al times, and at all ſeaſons:t there⸗ 
foze none are choſen and pꝛed eſtinate vnto life foz all 
times, and at all ſea ions, foꝛ it cannot be ſaid, that there 
is then, oꝛ fo2 that time, any pꝛedeſtination oꝛ election 
vnto life, ſoʒ the time when as there is no pꝛedeſtination

oꝛ election vnto the {anctification of the ſpirite, 02 vnto 
true repentance and amendment ot life. 

An other ſpecial point as concerning pꝛedeſtination 
and election, conuinced by our fo2zmec authozittes of ho⸗ 
ly ſcripture againſt them is this. 

That God doth from the beginning pꝛedeſtinate and 
elta in Chꝛiſt ſome to ftand onelp koꝛ a time in the ſtate 
of true ſanctifycation and ſaluation:and then giueth the 
ouer in iuſtice vnto them ſelues, and ſo wipeth them out 


of the booke of life Of which number are thoſe whiche Mat. 13.20. 


receaue the woꝛd fo2 a time with iop, but in time of per- 


ſecution and temptation goe awaye , which lays their Luk 5.63. 


hanves to the plowe,and after loc backe againe. And 
which plape the part of the ſiue fooliſh virgins which let 
their lamps go out, though their owne Qugaiſhnes, 


and ſoe are excluded by the Bꝛidegrome at his com⸗ mat. 25. 10. 


ming. 

Laſtly we deny not, but that God hath alſo pꝛedeſti⸗ 
nate ſome neuer to fall awaye, but to be renewed at⸗ 
waies by repentance, and amendment of life when they 
fall, and ther ein to perſeuer euen to the dape ok their 
death. But it can not be knowne who are of this num⸗ 
ber, until we ſer this grace giuen them of God euen to 
their laſt end. 

And thercfoze it muſt needes bee great pꝛeſumption 
and impietie in theſe men, to enter ſo ſawcily into 
Gods lecre*'s not pet renealed, that ſo they maye fede 
vaine men with a falſe hope of aſſured ſaluation in a 
ſtate mot damnable, vntil thep refozme their liues ac⸗ 
tcoꝛding to the will of God, and wo2d of Chꝛiſt. Foz we 
haue duly pꝛoued that their lone of gaodnes, and loa⸗ 
thing of euil, which ſtill notwithſtandong do euill, and 
leaue goedncs vndone. they are no ſuch good fruites, 
which pꝛoue a good tree by the teſtimonie of our er 


our. i

And as foꝛ the other kruites they ſpeake of, that is, a 
louc towardes the pꝛeachers. aud me of their own coats 
a loue fowardes ſuch who are affected in opinion like 
vnto them lelues, and alſo towardes their pleaſant and 
ſwate ſermons, wherebp their troubled conſczences are 
thus wofully com foꝛted in their ſinnes, all theſe thinges 
pꝛoue nothing that they are trees of righteouſnes, and 
that of Chꝛiſtes owne planting, when as they haue not 
firength from Chꝛiſt, and ſap from his roote to fructiſie 
Ul in righteauſnes , and to overcome the lues of the 
fleſh. 

Fo2 ſuppoſe they were the true teachers of Gods 
woꝛde (as we haue pꝛoued them fo be the contrarie) pet 
moſt men are natnrally giuen to bee pzepoſteroufly af, 
fected vnto men, and that not by Chꝛiſtes Spirit, in ſo 
much as herebp, the woꝛd of God is not had in due re- 
card , but thzough loue of men, they are ſoone with- 
dꝛawne from the truth, as wee maye reade of the 


Coꝛrinthians, when as they ſo loued Paule, Apolics and 
C 


And admit their ſermons were good, what is it to loue 
to heare good ſermons, and uot to do them? as it was 
the wont heretofoze of the wicked Jewes , whom God 
abboꝛred aud diſtroyed notwithſtanding. 

Alſo, as concerning the loue.that one of their pꝛofeſſoꝛs 
beares vnto an other, becauſe ot their like opinion iu re, 
ligion it is nothing, fo2 wee ſee that all men of eucrie 
religion will lone one an other foz the ſame cauſe, ag 
much as do they in all reſpects. 

what ſhal we ſay then of theſe men', who igoe about 
to make the miſcrable bondflaues of ſin and Sathan be- 
leeue, that they ate the daare childzen of God, ſo aſſured 
of eternall lite, as that they can not be damned foꝛ anie 
Anne th ey tan commit. Surely they muſt needes bee 
ſald to be falſe pzophets,and inſtruments of the Deuill 
to 


opinions and hereſtes, 


to pzonoke and enfiſe men to all me and wickednes,if 
. they will not be perſwaded to leaue theſe late and lewode 


And therefoꝛe no we to conclude, that we may miniſter 
ſure matter of ſound comfoꝛt, to their clec reliefes, wee 


. erhozt them in the behalfe of their owne ſoules,that they 
take heede of ſuch ſweet enchante rs, which ſeeke to rock 
them allæpe ſecurely in their ſinne. And that they pzay 


to be ſo ſtrengthned by the ſpirit in the inner man that 


they may truely repent and turne from all inne, and 
pci ſeuer in all righteouſnes and amendment ok life euen 
to the end. Foz let them be ſare that ik they wiltinglie 
pealde vnto any one ſinne fozbidden of Chꝛiſte, they Eꝛe. 18, 
are not iuſtiſled but condemned of God. vntill they ceaſe 
from it and haue by Chailt all the wozkes of the deuill ſo 


looſed in them that they ſinne not, foz out of the heart 
oꝛ fountaine truely purified by a true faith and by no 
ſach a falſe imagination of faith as they teach, there can- 
not iſſue ſwærte water and ſower, good g cuil woꝛkes tos 
gether. And therefoze if they wil be thought to be ſo tru⸗ 


ip regenerate t: ſanciſſed as was D. Paule, let them not 


learne to ſay with him, J do the euil J would not, and 


leaue vndone the god he would, but let the learne to ſay 
with him, J am able to do al things by the help of Cyꝛiſt 


which ſtrengthneth me, and J know nothing by my ſelle 
ret am J not thereby tuſtificd,his reaſon is becauſe God 
ſearched the ſecrets of the heart, and lo he might knowe 
ſome euill by him although he knew none by himſelfe. 


Laſtly let them learne to ſay confidently with S. Paule 
that the Lozd Jeſus ſhall deliuer them from euerp euill 


wo2ke,and pꝛeſerue them vnts his heanenly kingdame: 

Foꝛ this is the hope and faith that cheareth and com⸗ 
foꝛteth vnſpeakeably the god ſoale 2 conſcience, 5 there 
is nothing ſo hard, which by Chꝛiſt wee ſhall net be able
